NAZIS DRIVE 170 MILES 
IN WEEK AND REACH 
MENACING POSITIONS

MOSCOW, July 13.—(#) 


—The battle of the Don 
valley took a grave new 
turn today with the Ger- 
mans pointing a menacing 
spearhead toward the Volga 
and the great industrial cen- 
ter 
of Stalingrad f r o m 


bloodily won positions a scant 200 
mile* away. 
After driving 170 miles eastward 


In a week, the Nazis were in the 
vicinity of the town of Boguchar, 
their deepest penetration of Soviet 
soil thus far, and were throwing 
tanks and planes by the hundreds 
and men by the thousands into 
their thrust. 
With the position 
of the Red 
armies becoming more precarious 
the fighting In this southern sector 
today developed 
Into a two-day 
German drive, one across the Don 
before Voronezh 
and 
the other 
sweeping down the Don Valley be- 
tween the Don and the Donets. 
Both these operations are of suf- 
ficient strength to carry unques- 
tioned threats to Rostov, the north 
Caucasus and middle Volga regions. 
The lower end of the German 
drive across the Don Valley, which 
has pushed the Russians from Lis- 
Ichansk, presented a menace of 
growing proportions. 
There Mar- 
Shal Tlmoshcnko's forces were in 
a new line of defense which could 
not be less than 125 miles north of 
Rostov and 225 miles west of Stal- 
ingrad.

HOUSE AND SENATE 
ARE FROM TEXAS 


SON OF FORMER CORSI- 
CANAN SENATE PAGE; 
ANOTHER LIVED HERE

WASHINGTON,

Darting about here and there over 
the capitol, running messages be- 
tween congressional offices 
and 


doing miscellaneous chores 
are 
dozeni ot bright-faced page boys, 
nearly all sons of parents who are 
friends of a senator or a repre- 
sentative. 
They get their Jobs through ap- 
pointment of a legislator, and art 
paid I* per day throughout the 
entire session, oven when congress 
is In recess. 
Six of the youngsters are Tex- 
ans, 1C not native at least by vir- 
tue of being sons of Tcxans now 
living here, and having close fam- 
ily ties in the Lone Star state. 
Tfour 
of the youths work in the 


house ot representatives, two i» 
the senate. 
Those working as pages in tho 
house are: 
Wesley Dorbandt, 14, 
Tyler; Caleb Moss, 17, Denison: 
Danny Smith, 13. El Paso; 
Fat 
Murphy, 14, San Angolo. Tho son- 
ate pages arc Josef Kaspar, 14, 
grandson of N. F. Garrett, promi- 
nent Corsieana cotton grower, and 
Nathan C. Robinson, Jr., 12, who;-e 
father ,works here but calls Fort 
Worth and Templo home. 


The page jobs are handed out 
by representatives and senators as 
patronage, usually In appreciation 
of political support given by the 
youngsters' parents. 


Because of the age range for 


pages—12 to 16 in the senate and 
12 to 18 in the house—congress- 
men and senators sometimes have 
difficulty in finding suitable cir- 
cumstances for passing out the 
jobs. Youngsters of that age, par- 
ticularly those barely within the 
minimum age limitation, could not 
come here from Texas alone. Even 
the older boys, while able to take 
eare of themselves, constitute 
a 
responsibility the legislators don't 
relish, if they don't live with their 
parents. 
Consequently, the boys 


selected often are sons of parenti 
living here but maintaining legal 
residence in their home state. 


Nathan C. Robinson, Jr., 
ap- 
pointee of Senator W. Lee O'Dan- 
iel, is a natlva of Washington and 
has lived here all his life. 
But 
his Texas ties are many. 
Mr. 


Robinson, Sr., with the District of 
olumbia fire department—on leavo 
ti'om that post now to help con- 
duct War Savings Bond drives in 
this area—was a close friend of 
the late 
Texas 
Senator 
Morris 


Sheppard, and D. R. Potter, sec- 
retary to O'Danlel and for years 
secretary to Sheppard. 


The elder Robinson was born in 
1889 In Cameron, • went to public 
schools in Temple, lived for 
» 


while In Harllngen and then mov- 
td to Fort Worth. So the young- 
er Robinson considers himself part 
Texan, and says he looks forward 
to Texas trips, including visits 
with a great-uncle, W. S. Sealy, 
former mayor of. Temple. 


The other Texas senate page, 
Josef Kaspar, is impatiently wait- 
ing until August 15 to start for 
Corsicana to visit his grandpar- 
ents.

page jobs, 


In view of the fact that con- 
gress stays In session almost con- 
tinually now, tho page boyg are 
considered of much more value 
than formerly when the legislators.

room to the center and rear of 
the rotunda, is the school main- 
tained for pages. It corresponds 
to any recognized high school, and 
credits earned there are accepted 
for entrance at most colleges and 
universities. 


The boys attend classes 
from 


7:30 
a. m. to 10:30, then again 
late in the afternoon after 
the 
usual closing time of the house 
and senate, around 5 o'clock. 
When the senate or house are 


In session the boys are always on 
hand at tho rear or front of the 
chamber, ready to run an errand. 
The house membership is so large 
and there is so much confusion at 
timoa, that a signal system is 
used to summon the pages. On 
each seat is a button. When push- 
ed it registers a light on 
a 
board in a cloak room, and thn 
head of 
the pages immediately 
sands a boy to the member. In 
the senate the boys are paged 
with the simple wave of the hand, 
for there am always throe or four 
sitting down in the front of tho 
chamber, on the carpeted steps 
leading to tho vice president's 
stand, and they keep their eyes 
alert for any sign of a call.
